THE REAL ESTATE CONGRESS. 


Work of thé Body in Which Many Atilan- 
tians Are Interested. 

Buffalo, N. Y., October 4.—(Special.)—The 
real estate congress opened this morning in 
Music hall with an address by Governor 
Flower, who welcomed the guests from every 
section of the land to the “Grand old state of 
New York and the queenly city of Buffalo.’ 
Judge E. B. Hatch also welcomed the dealers 
on behalf of their local brethren and Mayor 
C. F. Bishop did the same office on behalf of 
the citizens. 

To this triple welcome Colonel Henry L. 
Turner, of Chicago, responded humorously and 
felicitously. A telegram was read from Fran- 
cis T. Wright, of Nashville, founder of the 
National Real Estate Association, presenting 
to President Benjamin Weill, of waukee, 
a gavel cut from one of the logs hewn by Gen- 
eral Jackson in 1804, and in erecting b 
cabin home, still standing near Nashville. 

Mr. Weil, thus equipped, declared formally 
the congress open for regular business and 
himself contributed the first number on the 
programme in the shape of the annual address 
which was full of progressive ideas, saga- 
clously expressed.

New York, October 4.—The setond quad- 
rennial convention of the national associa- 
tion of democratic clubs was held today in 
the Academy of Music. The hour at which 
the convention was announced to be called 
to order was 10 o'clock, but before 9 o'clock 
the delegates had’ begun to arrive and take 
their seats. The entire orchestra and first 
baleony had been reserved for delegates, 
and they were diveded off into 

representing every state 
and territory in the union, with 
placards affixed to the backs designating 
several reserved sections. The portiere, the 
two upper balconies and feutiers of the pri- 
vate boxes on either side of the stage were 
reserved for spectators. 

Seldom has the old academy presented a 
braver appearance than it did this morning.

Threats Made by the People There—Demo- 
cratic Efforts t) Insure Peace.

Te ticket scalpers are in clover this fall. 
There were heavy movementsof travel to the 
east early in the season and again recently at 
cheap rates and there have been several 
heavy movements from the east to the west 
at low rates. On nearly all theses move 
ments rates were cut and travel was heavy. 
Return coupons either way have been sold 
extensively to the scalpers, who resell them. 

Just pow the demoralization from Chi- 
cago to Mhio river points is affecting rates 
even down here, The traveler who is up 
to snuff can save a good many dollars. 
For instance, it is cheaper to buy a ticket 
from Atlanta to Nashville or Louisville and 
a local from one of those points to Chicago 
et the present rates than to buy a straight 
tickets from here to Chicago. This is dus to 
the war above the Uhio and is not likely to 
last long. 

In addition to the large volume of busi- 
ness which is nig scalped, the brokers are 
happy over the judicial decision in Chicago 
gecluring the law against scalpers: unconsti- 
tutional. The roads hoped to drive the 
scalpers out of Chicago and get the city rid 
of them before the world’s fair business 
comes on. The effort has not succeeded and 
now the rvads say that they will not give 
reduced rates to the fair. They will, 
though, and if they do not drive the brok- 
ers out of the state the business will be 
scalped. 


AUGUSTA’S RA'LROAD WAR. 


Talk of a Change of Schedules That Will 
Create a Howl. 

Augusta, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)—The 
Richmond and Danville railroad is going to try 
to shut the Atlantic Coast Line out of Au- 
gusta. The Coast Line contract with the 
Richmond and Danville for hauling its Wil- 
mington sleeper from Columbia to Augusta, 
expired last month and has not been renewea 
and will not be restored. In order to keep 
the Coast Line out of Augusta the Richmond 
and Danville is contemplating a. change in 
schedule of its passenger trains on the 15th. 
If the changes reported are decided upon Au- 
gusta will send up a big howl and the cry of 
discrimination will be heard. 

The change talked about is to make the 
incoming morning and outgoing evening pass-

The Night Befcrs the Battle—Closing 
Hallies Through the State—Late 
Political News. 


Augusta, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)—The 
third partyites are be®oming desperate. They 
must haye commenced to.realize their weak- 
ness and that their chances for success are 
hopeless for they are said to be intimidating 
the ignorant negroes in country, scaring 
them by telling them if they don’t vote the 
people’s party ticket they wil be killed. 

An Augusta lady, who owns\a plantation 
in Lincoln county in this Ais rict has just 
returned from her farm/in Lincoln, where 
she has been to make her arrangments 
with her hands and tenants for the. next 
year. The lady, who is a true democrat, 
reports that negroes who have been on her 
place, some as long as twenty-five years, 
who she could heretofore always control, 
have, become-demoralized and unmanagea- 
ble.

The Retirement of a Wel!l-Known Express- 
man After Thirty Years oi Service— 
Other News in Athens. 


Athens, Ga., October 4.—(Special.)— 
There was a serious explosion near Athens 
today. The gin house of Edwarils & 
Smith was blown into splinters and sev- 
eral people seriously injured. Thp en- 
gine and boiler were lifted by the blast 
200 feet in the air and carried over the 
tops of large oak trees a hundred yards. 

Falling to the ground, it bounced and 
the engine and boiler parted, striking the 
house of Mr. Edwards. The engine went 
through the door of the house breaWng it 
to pieces. The boiler broke through the 
weatherboarding of the house, Knocking 
nearly all of the house down, and striking 
the bed within, upon which Mrs, Ed- 
wards and a little baby only four days old 
were lying; also a niece of Mrs. Ediwards 
in a crib beside the bed. The bedstead 
was broken into a hundred pieces and 
completely demolished, while Mrs Ed- 
wards only received a“slight wound on 
the head and the bate only a slight 
scratch. The other child was not hurt. 

Mrs. Smith, an old lady, the mother of 
Mrs. Edwards, ran into the room and see- 
ing the terrible condition of affairs, faint- 
ed, and Mrs. Edwards tried to get out of 
her broken bed to assist her mother. 

One of the large wheels got loose from 
the engine while it was in the air, shoot- 
ing off like a rocket, while the belting 
was found hanging in the top of an oak 


tree. 

Milledge Hampton, a negro boy about 
eighteen years of age, was the fireman 
at the engine. Hemust have been stand- 
ing by the side of the engine and letting 
the water get too low in the boiler, turned 
on the cold water suddenly, causing the 
explosion. He was blewn fifty yards 
down in a field ih the opposite direction 


Milledge was lying on a pile of loose 
cotton and Dr. Sorrels had him carried 
to his home only @ short distance away. 
His jaw and leg were broken and he was 
injured internally. Large pieces of bone 
were taken from his jaw, the boy suffer- 
ing considerably all the time. His case

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The Southern Medical college opened its

And the new eollege building, one of 
the handsomest and most complete in the 
south, was thronged with students, their 
parents, and the friends of the institution. 

For all is was an interesting day. Early 
in the morning the doors of the new col- 
lege building were thrown open by the 
janitor, who has been one of the faithful 
adjuncts of the institution since it was 
founded. Naturally all the visitors were 
anxious to see and inspect the new col- 
lege, and gladly accepted the permission 
given in the invitation extended. 

The building is a handsome. imposing 
Structure, fronting on Butler street, and 
facing College street.

The amphitheater is probably one of 
the finest and most complete in the south. 
It is two stories high, and is used as a 
lecture room, furnishing a seating capac- 
ity for 300 students on the first floor 
while the second floor is given up to a 
museum. The third floor is the dissect- 
ing room and in it are twenty tables over 
which the demonstrator has a complete 
survey. 

An elevator has been provided for 
students and the Viaiiore and every lene 
modern convenience has been supplied in 
the construction of the building. 
Throughout the building is as complete 
and perfect as architecture and good 
workmanship could make it, and those

Of 
southern poets he says: “In the southern 
States, since Hayne and Lanier died, no one 
has aimed quite so high as did they though Ca- 
wein and Burns Wilson have touched the 
upper notes of the poetic scale with thrill- 
ingly clear voices once in a while.

Hayne has a Herrick suggestion in his tiny 
lyrics, and Mrs. Dandridge is charmingly sin- 
cere and musical, with a slender originality 
quite distinguishing. Mrs. Davis, of 
New Orleans, has been doing some 
notably fine work.”’ We are sur- 
prised that Mr. Thompson’s list of south- 
ern poets, deemed worthy of mention in his 
article is so brief, compared with his liberal 
mention of northefn members of the poetic 
guild. Himself a southerner, it is rather sin- 
gular that he has not kept himself informed in 
the matter of current southern literature, and 
can only mention three names that are really 
prominent, out of the scores of names famil- 
iar enough to every reader of current south- 
ern literature.

ECHOES FROM 1HE PEOPLE. 


Takes Issue with the Commission. 


Editor Constitution—My attention was re- 
cently called to a circular letter issued by Cap- 
tain Bradwell to the county school commis- 
sioners of Georgia. In that letter Captain 
Bradwell asserts that history is absolutely® 
barred by law from fhe curriculum of the 
common schools of Georgia; in proof of which 
he refers lis to section 23 of the common 
school laws. 

PP sn, leave to disagree with the commis- 

A copy of said laws is before me and I fail 
to see any such prohibition in said section ; 
and furthermore, after a careful examination 
of the laws, I do not see any ground for the 
comipissioner’s recent ruling. i assert that 
according to section 23 history can be pre- 
scribed by the county boards and taught by 
the common school teachers and the faucet 
to the public barrel will still remain open 
to them. 

The state school commissioner takes the 
Opposite position. Very well, but he will have 
tu give us teachers better authority than sec- 
tion 23, or else history will continue to be 
taught, as it has been for the last fifteen 
years to my certain knowledge. 

What a spectacle! The great state of Geor- 
gia commanding its poor and illiterate chil- 
dren to throw away their histories! The 
three grand pillars which have so long upheld 
the constitution of Georgia ground to powder 
and that constitution resting on the sands 
of the seashore! Wisdom, justice and modera- 
tion, where have you fled? Shades of Craw- 
ford, Toombs and Stephens, come to the res- 
cue! 

Now allow me to present a few facts in 
support of ae position. 

The law plainly says ‘that the county boards 
(not the state commissioner) shall prescribe, 
from time to time, what text books and books 
of reference shal’ ve used in the common 
schools of the couaty.”” From this pare-araee 
we see that the county board can prescribe 
history as a textbook or as a book of refer- 
ence, and the state commissioner has no 
authority in the matter; provided said history 
is not a sectional one. - 

But again. Granting for the sake of argu- 
ment that history as a separate study cannot 
legally be prescribed by the county boards, 
even then there would be no difficulty in having 
it taught under our present school laws. 

Everybody (even the state commissioner) 
will acknowledge that reading is a common 
school study and the county board has the 
authority to adopt and reader or set of readers 
it may choose, provided, of course, they are 
not sectional. 

What. therefore, is to prevent a county 
board from adopting a good primary history 
as a fourth reader, and a grammar school 
history as a fifth or sixth reader? We reply— 
absolutely nothing, for boards very often adopt 
supplementary readers. In fact about half 
the contents of advanced readers are made 
a of historical incidents and narrations. 

istory can be taught exactly as a reading 
lesson. Reading Is not properly taught unless 
a pupil can lay aside his book and tell what 
he has been reading about, and that is all 
necessary in a history lesson.

The 
owners, however, Messrs. chols and Rich- 
ards objected to the finding snd restrained 
the city, throngh an order from Judge 
Clarke, from interfering with the grounds 
until after the matter was finally adju- 
dieated. 

They considered $11,000 inadequate and 
thought that $15,000 was small enough for 
a piece of property centrally located and 
contained ‘the ar@a which theirs meas- 
ured. 

The area of the lot is rather small, front- 
ing only about a dozen feet slong Peach- 
tree and running back to an angle in the 
rear. 

It was set up in evidence by the attor- 
neys for the city, Messrs. Goodwin and 
Anderson, that the property in itself con- 
sidered was too small for the purpose of 
a store lot, and for that reason was not 
in reality as valuable as ‘f the lot was 
larger and ought to fall below the market 
price. 

It was contended on the other hand that 
the owners were entitled to the value of 
the property according to the estimate per 
foot referred to the market value of adja- 
cent property whether the lot in itself was 
great or small. 

The hearing of the case occupied the 
entire afternoon and will be 1esumed to- 
morrow morning.

touched 8.18 From this point there was a reaction, 
but there is no change in the position of the market. 
Naturally, after such an advance a reaction is due, but 
unless the movement of the crop increases it seems not 
unlikely that the market will advance still further. 
The state report of Georgia, as given out from Atlanta, 
is 70, against 73 last month, and is accepted as indicat- 
ing that the bureau report, to be published next Mon- 
day, will show a similar decrease. The feeling in the 
market is still very bullish, although, as stated before, 
the market is in a weaker position than for some time 
past because of the elimination of the short interest. 
The movement gives strength to the situation, and a 
permanent decline is not likely to occur until the crop 
moves more freely to market. The weather through- 
out the south is warm and pleasant, and a careful 
study of the weather map would tend to show that a 
frost is not to be anticipated during the next week. 
Many operators consider this an indication that we 
shall have a late frost, as the old superstition of a fros 
coming with the full moon would therefore postpone a 
killing frost until the early part of November.

NEW YORK, October 4—Liverpool opened 3-64 higher 
and at the same time reported spot sales ‘of 14,000 
bales, quoting the market quiet and steady, pur friends 
saying almost everybody abroad has a mors orfless fa- 
vorable idea of the inarxet for the time being, though 
business is not as good as it might\be in Manches- 
ter. This opinion is doubtless influenced by the same 
causes that are at work here—namely, the short move- 
ment at the southern ports, receipts being still abnor- 
mally and unusually small as compared with last year. 
Our crop accounts from the south, taken as a whole, 
show no appreeciable change; and, although it is admit- 
ted that the weather is more favorable, our friends do 
not seem to imagine that the outlook for the yield has 
been improved thereby. In any event, it is difficult to 
disbelieve the major portion of what we are hearing. 
With all this we have had quite an uninterrupted ad- 
vance, and it would seem that a reaction might be in 
order, There is no certainty as to this, nor are we other 
than in favor of the article, but simply express this 
idea believing that until the actual outlook is more 
certain than at the moment such conditions are liekly 
to prevail. We feel, however, that purchases on weak 
spots, unless our southern friends very much modify 

their opinion of the crop, are always in order.

George Harvey Thompson, the company’s 
first captain, was subsequently — elected 
major and lieutenant colonel of the First 
regiment. 

The company did valiant setvice during 
the war and many of its members distin- 
guished themselves for gallant —con-tuct. 
Many of them lost their lives on the battle- 
fields, and at the end of the war the sur- 
viving members came back home, still re- 
taining an organization.

Major Warren and Mr. Stanhope Sams, 
of the executive department, will take the 
democratic ticket straight in DeKalb. 

The estimates of the statehouse officials 
on the result of today’s election are notice- 
able for the handsome size of the majori- 
ties which they all predict. 

Governor Northen has been counting on 
a big majority all the time. He got the 
rosy side of the campaign all the time, 
but he may be nearer right than those 
whose estimates ara under his. The gov- 
crnor looks for- a total vote of at least 
200,000 in the state and thinks he will 
have upwards of 60,000 majority out of that 
total. That would allow 90, for the 
republicans and third party combined, and 
130,000 for the straight democratic ticket. 

Comptroller General Wright figures it out 
that vernor Northen will get 52,000 ma-

General Phil Cook puts Governor Nor-

LIKE A MAN, 


Frank Fitch Faced His Dishonor Without 
Flinching. 


A young man with curly locks, and face 
fair as a woman’s*stepped out of cell No. 
2 at the police station yesterday morning 
after a confinement which began L'riday 
morning. As he stepped cut of the ceil 
there wasn’t a tremor about his fresh young 
face, and he brushed the dust from his neat 
black suit with a firm hand. There wasn’t 
the slightest exhibition of weakness in his 
bearing young as he was, but with a steady 
gaze he faced the cold looks, and curious 
stares of the people around the police sta- 
tion. His apparent lack of appreciation of 
his position was not due to his being unable 
to feel the sting of disgrace. He felt it 
keenly; but with a manliness surprising in 
one of his years he did not falter. 

The young man was Frank B. Fitch, 
the seventeen-year-old youth, who was short 
$280 in his accounts with the Standard Oil 
Company. He was a collector for the com- 
pany and misappropriated its funds. The 
inevitable followed; he was discovered and 
arrested last Iriday. 

He made a manly confession of the mat- 
ter, and expressed the keenest regret at 
what he had done. His words and manner 
showed plainly that he felt the deepest re- 
gret, although he did not give way to tears 
He bore it philosophically. 

“It’s my fault,” he said, “but it all 
might have been different if I had been 
older. It has about ruined my prospects 
for many years to come. It’s no use to 
say that I’m sorry about it, or that I didn’t 
mean any harm. That’s the old, old story 
and it don’t go with the law anyway. Any 
person who knows me knows that I intended 
to defraud no one. 

“Tt’s awful bad that it should have got- 
ten into the papers. It has caused mother 
a great deal of sorrow, and I feel morti- 
fied that the friends who have received me 
at their homes should hear of it. But it’s 
no use to talk—I’ve got to face it.” 

Since Fitch was locked up Friday his 
father has been trying to settle the matter, 
but only succeeded in doing so yesterday 
morning. He then called at the police 
station and had his son released. Frank 
Fitch will not let his father bear the 
burden of his youthful error. He is go- 
ing to replace the full amount of the short- 
age by his own labor. He was offered a 
position yesterday with an_humble salary 
and plenty of hard work and he at once ac- 
cepted it. He announced his intention of 
working until he had earned enough money 
to right the wrong.
